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DETAILED ACTION 


Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-2, 4-5 and 7-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the Invention. 

Claim 1 recites "said bottom side of said bearing flange directly resting on said 
bearing body mounting" and further recites "a slide bearing between said bottom side 
and said bearing body". The meaning of "directly resting" is not clear as the claim also 
requires a slide bearing between the two elements. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described In a printed publication In this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale In this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent In the United 
states. 

Claims 1-2, 4-5, 7-8 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Leitzel (US# 4252385). 

Leitzel discloses all the limitations of the instant claims including; a counter- 
bearing of a component to be carried by the piston rod, said counter bearing comprising

a bearing flange 14 having a top side and a bottom side, a bearing body mounting 118 
for mounting on the piston rod, said mounting supporting said flange axially on both 
sides; a slide bearing 16 between said top side and said bearing body mounting, a slide 
bearing 17 between said bottom side and said bearing body mounting; an axially 
movable backing disk 41 can-ying one of said slide bearings, and a spring 40 which 
preloads said slide bearings toward the bearing body mounting. 

Regarding claim 2, see sleeve section 18. 

Regarding clainns 7-8, see figure 1 . 


Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 5/25/2005 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

Regarding Lietzel, it is maintained that the spring member 40 reads upon the 
"disk spring" as broadly recited by the claims. The disk shaped elastic member of 
Lietzel inherently provides some degree of axial preload to the bearings 16-17.
